| WAS racking my brains to try to find 
a subject on which to write this week, 
being convinced that, by this time, my 
readers are pretty tired of hearing about 
foreign languages, when I happened to 
buy an evening paper. That, I need 
hardly -say, is not in itself a rare event. 
Even if one does not want to know which 
horse won the 3.30, the habit of buyi 
evening papers is widespread, and 
senetially find myself purchasing them 
uite automatically. In this particular 
sheet, however, there was an interesting 
item of news, in addition to the gloomy 
intelligence that an animal on which 4 
friend of mine had put his shirt—neither 
of the blue nor of the hair variety—h 
sufficiently quickly at 
Stockton. I refer to a report of a boys’ 
international golf championship. 


YOUTHFUL PRODIGIES. 


I glanced through the report, and learnt 
how Master So-and-So had shown sm má 
ficent form against some other callow 
youngster. One boy of six foot five and a 
half inches in height had either won or 
lost his match—I forget which. Another, 
aged twelve, showed distinct promise 
through the greens, while yet another, 
just inside the *teens, apparently would 
have done a great deal better if he had 
not been a victim of temperament. There 
was much more of this kind of stuff, which 
would have made the fingers of an old 
schoolmaster of my acquaintance itch to 
get at some of those juvenile golfers, 

What are we coming to, in the name of 
all that is boyish and decent? It is not 
so very long ago, after all, since I and 
most of my readers went to school, and I 
wonder what our teachers would have said 
if they had been informed that ‘‘ Master 
Tommy will not be at school for the next 
few days, as he has gone over to Carnoustie 
to compete in the international golf 
championship.’’ I can give a fair guess 
at the remarks of one dominie of the 
ancient school, who presided over the 
destinies of a ' Model ” establishment in 
an Irish country town. That man believed 
firmly in a Spartan upbringing for his 
boys; and they certainly got it. Our 
games were vigorous, but simple. Hand- 
ball in the school alley—none of the tennis 
ball stuff you see nowadays, but the real 
game, played with alley-crackers ; “ soccer ’’ 
football, with coats and caps as goalposts, 
and a ball that cost half-a-crown, if the

twenty-two of you were able to raise so 
much money between you ; the immemorial 


‘game of ““taw holes,” with inexorable 


‘‘ knucklers ” as the penalty of defeat, 
and a seven or eight-mile paper chase on 
Saturday afternoon—such were the orga- 
nised games of about thirty years ago. 


UNORGANISED FUN. 


We also had unorganised fun. Rarely 


a day passed without a rattling good fight 


—none of your eight-ounce glove affairs, 
but a stand-up tussle with bare fists, in 
which the participants strove bravely to 
hide the tears that sprang to their eyes 
as a nose was bashed or a tooth displaced. 
You had to win your spurs in those days, 
not clad in bulging plus fours, with a 
variegated, pullover and _ beautifully 
smarmed hair, but with your own grimy 
little fists, and with a wardrobe which 
would precipitate a nervous crisis among 
the elegant precocities at Carnoustie. 

If we played golf at all, it was with an 
old walking-stick and a half-solid ball, 
over weird courses of our own. Real golf 
was a game for our fathers, and, as for 
tennis, we regarded it much as we re- 
garded the hockey that was played at a 
neighbouring school for girls—as some- 
thing entirely effeminate, and unworthy 
of anybody who aspired to be a 
man some day. I daresay we were 
all wrong. We knew ali about 
Ranji’s cricket scores and the number of 
wickets that Walter Brearley or Wilfred 
Rhodes’ had taken in any given match. 
We treasured photographs of Steve 
Bloomer, and could deliver learned dis- 
courses on the styles of Rugby players 
such as Ronnie Poulton or Basil 
MacLear—whom none of us ever had seen, 
or, indeed, ever hoped to see. But we 
never stooped to golf or tennis. If we 
had heard of Harry Vardon, we thought 
of him much in the same way as we 
should have thought of the Hungarian 
table tennis champion—we should have 
called it ‘‘ ping pong’’ then; and the 
fabulous doings of the Dohertys left us 
completely cold. 

When I read now of the prowess of the 
jeunesse dorée, with its costly variety of 
golf clubs, its obsequious caddies, and, 
above all, of that youth with the tempera- 
ment, I realise how uncouth we must 
have been as small boys. None of us, 
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however he might have been gifted as a | 


golfer, ever could have faced the ordeal 
of an international match. We were far

too self-conscious, and I, for one, almost 
certainly should have fied Biggling from 
the first tee, especially if I mg to 
see a Press photographer in the offing. 
As for the ‘‘temperament,” IL. am 
afraid that that particular young gentle- 
man would have got short shrift from the 
bunch of scallywags that constituted my 
immediate circle as a twelve-year-old. Our 
old schoolmaster would have called it 
temper, and a couple of clips across the 
ear would have gone a long way towards 
its cure ; for there was no nonsense about 
the ill-treatment of schoolboys then. You 
got what was coming to you-—generally 
half-a-dozen of the best on each hand, and, 
if you complained to your parents, you 
probably got another skelping from them. 


BOYS AND MEN. 


As I have remarked, we probably were 
unpleasant little urchins, who would not 
have been “ known ” by the superior 
children who are breaking golf records at 
Carnoustie ; but some of us had our points. 
At least a dozen of a particular gang that 
robbed orchards, ‘‘ schemed ” from school 
whenever they. got the chance, threw 
stones at their enemies, and generally 
behaved like, healthy young rag-a-mufiins, 
did not livé to see the day of golf 
championships and “ temperaments ' ; for 
they went West in the war—one was a 
sergeant at Gallipoli when he was sixteen ; 
another is a nabob in India, having 
survived his soldiering; another made a 
fair fortune on the Stock Exchange, and 
promptly got rid of it in ways known only 


j to himself ; and yet another, when I heard 


of him last, was driving a bread-van. 
One thing is quite certain—their sons 
never will pose for Press photographers at 
an age when they ought to be climbing 
trees and coming home with the seats torn 
out of their trousers. If they have 
temperaments—unless their fathers have 
changed since I knew them—the cure will 
be rough and ready, but it will be effec- 
tive. Somehow I feel sorry for those little 
lads at Carnoustie, just as long ago I used 
to feel sorry for the little musical 
rodigies, all dressed up in Little Lord 
Fouatlersy suits, and thinking of their 
“ public ” when they ought to have been 
thinking of peg-tops and catapults. But 
how I should love to turn the gentleman 
with the temperament over to the head 


master of that Model School. He would 
larn him!

LABOUR PARTY DIFFICULTY. 


AN AWKWARD SITUATION.

Certain members of the Labour group in 
the Dail are not happy over recent develop- 
ments in the Free State. They are espe- 
cially concerned about the bringing into 
operation of the Constitution (Amendment 
17) Act. 

It will be recalled that when this Con 
stiution Act was going through the 
Oireachtas in October, 1931, the Labour 
Party took a strong line in opposition to it. 
A resolution of the party decided that the 
measure should be opposed. 

Because two deputies, members of the 
party, took an independent line and voted 
for the bill, they were expelled. They were 
deputies Dan Morrissey, of Tipperary, and 
Richard Anthony, of Cork. 


A SILENT PARTY, 


Now that the Act is being put into 
operation by the present Fianna Fail 
Government, no voice from the Labour 
Party has been raised in opposition. In 
the debate on Senator Sir John Keane's 
motion in the Senate on Tuesday last the 
members of the Labour Party were mostly 
silent. In fact, only the leader (Senator 
Thomas Johnson) spoke, and his speech 
was entirely devoted to a justification of 
the Government's action, and to an attack 
on General O'Duffy's policy. 

In this connection it is recalled that, 
during the first Fianna Fail Administra- 
tion, when Labour held the balance of 
power, it was the Labour Party who inter- 
vened when the Government had virtually 
decided to remove General O'Duffy from 
his post as Commissioner of the Civic 
Guard, and, under threat of a withdrawal 


| of support, dissuaded the Government from 
pursuing their intended action. 

Several members of the Labour Party 
feel that, in view of their well-defined 
policy on the subject of the Constitution 
Act, and of the fact that they regarded 
contravention of their policy as so grave a 
breach of discipline that they expelled two 
members, they now are placed in the in- 
vidious position of appearing to approve 
ithe exercise of powers by the present 
Government, which, in 1931, they refused 
to grant to any Government. 


SENATOR JOHNSON’S 
ATTITUDE, 

Senator Johnson, when the bill was pass- 
ing through the Upper House, resisted it 
at all its stages, and in the vote on the 
final stage the six members of the Labour 
Party in that House were among the 
fifteen, all told, who voted against the 
bill. 

In one of his speeches Senator Johnson 
was clearly defining the Labour Party’s 
policy when he observed :— 

“1 say that this bill, and all that 
is embodied in this bill, is a» greater 
danger to social stability, because it 
establishes in the minds of the ruling 
classes a sense of absolute power, a 
feeling that no matter what may be 
the reason for agitation, they, at 
least, are authorised by the publicly- 
elected Legislature to act as auto- 
crats—to act ruthlessly—with the full 
sense that they are protected by the 
law.”

SCENES AFTER FIANNA 
FAIL MEETING.

WATERFORD, Friday Night. 
XCITING scenes marked the close of a 


in Waterford to-night. The incipal 
speakers were Messrs. P. J. Little, T. 
and Sean Goulding, T.D. | 

As their supporters left the Town Hall 
where the meeting was held there was a 
rush towards a tobacconist’s shop on the 
opposite side of the Mall, from which a 
young man named Downey, believed to 
have been identified with General 
O’Duffy’s visit last night, was forcibly 
taken and subjected to rough handling by 
members of the crowd. Only a small force 
of Civic Guards was in attendance, and it 
was only with considerable difficulty that 
they were able to cope with the unexpected 
development. 

While two members of the Civic Guard 
were protecting Downey and endeavouring 
to get him into the fire station close by, 
men in the crowd made repeated attempts 
to strike him, and for a short period it 
looked as if a nasty situation would 
develop. 


WINDOW SHATTERED. 


With a hostile gathering pressing round 
them the Guards and their charge were 
forced back to the footpath, where the 
large late-glass window of Messrs. 
McDonald’s bakery and _ confectionery 
premises was shattered. 

In the meantime additional Civic Guards, 
under Inspector Harte, had arrived on the 
scene, and eventually Downey, who re- 
ceived several injuries to the head and face. 
was rescued from the mob; and pushed 
into the fire station. He was later escorted 
to his home through the rear entrance to 
the municipal buildings. 


For some hours afterwards crowds 


| remained on the Mall, cheering loudly and 


singing, but no further untoward incidents 
occurred. 


DEPUTY’S VIEWS. 

Referring to the banned National 
Guard, Mr. Little said that they intensely 
disliked having to use coercive measures 
against brother Irishmen, but the respon- 
sibility of government was upon their 
shoulders, and they were bound to protect 
the lives and peace of the Irish people 
and the credit and prosperity of the 
country. All these things were involved, 
and would have been wrecked if they 
aliowed the movement to go ahead and 
develop into a movement of violence such 
as had already been seen in other parts 
of the world. In their action the Govern- 
ment had found support from those who 
claimed to be even stronger Nationalists 
and from those who differed politically 
from them, but who desired the mainten- 
ance of stable conditions in the country. 
In their hearts ail their political 
opponents knew that the Government did 
right in acting firmly in the situation. 

He regretted that Waterford had been 
chosen as a place to create disturbance, 
it being obvious to every sensible man, or 
woman, that the proclaimed meeting would 
have led to disturbance had not the State 
forces intervened. 


THE ECONOMIC WAR. 

If General O’Duffy’s movement were 
allowed to develop it would lead to the 
dreadful and disastrous ending of the 
economic war. What had been done was 
done in order to protect their policy and to 
give stability to the country. :

SLACKENING. 


WHY NEW CREDIT PLAN 
WAS LAUNCHED.

WASHINGTON, Friday. 


HE promulgation by President Roose- 
velb to-day of the rayon (artificial silk ) 
weavers’ code, which follows the lines of 
the textile agreement, brings the total 
number of codes now in force in American 
industry to fourteen. 

The National Recovery Administration 
headquarters are busy digesting codes for 
ali manner of industries, and thirty have 
been set down for hearing before September 
1st. : 

The motor car industry co.’e is at present 
under revision with a view to preserving 
somehow. or other their declaration that 
they intend to continue employing, pro- 
moting, and discharging men regardless of 
their union affiliation. 

A concession to shops and factories 
claiming special hardships has been 
decreed by the National Recovery Ad- 
ministration, which has ruled that such 
stores are authorised to paste a white 
stripe across the blue eagle emblem of the 
National Recovery Movement pending a 
decision whether their claims are to be 
allowed. After the decision either the 
stripe may be removed or the blue eagle 
must come down. 


BANKERS DUBIOUS. 


A code providing for a fifty-six hours 
week for ordinary drug-store employés is 
being considered by the Administration. 
These are the longest hours yet proposed 
‘for any trade or industry, and it is claimed 
that they are necessary because drug stores 
are open longer than ordinary retail 
establishments. 

The morning papers interpret the 
sudden credit expansion action of the 
Federal Reserve Banks as apparently de- 
signed to assist the recovery programme, 
to placate the rising clamour of infla- 
tionists, and as a substitute for currency 
devaluation. 

The bankers, they say, regard the 
development with mixed feelings, contend- 
ing that there is already a plentiful supply 
of credit, but a scarcity of good borrowers, 
so that no amount of additional credit 
will enable the banks to make loans that 
they do not consider safe. They are 
hopeful, yet dubious, that this policy may 
meet the demands of the inflationists. 

A pronounced slackening in the pace of 
the recovery campaign is also believed to 
have contributed to this vigorous action by 
the Federal Reserve banks. 

Mr. Woodin, the Secretary of the 
Treasury, had a long conference with Pre- 
sident Roosevelt to-day, and on leaving 
declared that neither inflation nor his 
resignation had been discussed. 


HEALTHY TREASURY. 


He had assured the President, he added, 
that the Treasury was in a healthy con- 
dition and well able to handle a pro- 
gramme of an expenditure of 3,300 million 
dollars (£660,000,000 at par) on public 
works. 

The President and Mr. Woodin also 
discussed the proposed executive order 
defining gold for the purpose of enforcing 
the anti-hoarding decree. President Roose- 
velt is expected to sign the order shortly. 

Mr. Roosevelt has ordered the Budget 
for the next financial year to be restricted 
to the economy limit fixed this year. He 
has suggested to Mr. Douglas, the Budget 
Director, that the estimates should be sub- 
mitted in time for the Congressiona] Com- 
mittees to get into full swing before the 
next session of Congress opens in January. 

While inflation is reported not to have 
been mentioned in the talks to-day 
between President Roosevelt, Mr. Woodin, 
and Mr. Douglas, there is no doubt left, 
however, that the President, in pursuing 
his policy íor an upward trend, would 
take such action as he deemed necessary, 
but that no new move is in prospect. 

It was explained after the talks that 
there are probably fifty different ways of 
keeping prices up, and, as time and 
necessity required, the various plans would 
be alered, 

President Roosevelt does not, it is 
stated, regard the foreign exchange 
fluctuations as a criterion of progress 
towards price recovery. 

The State Department and the Depart- 
ment of Commerce have announced for 
economy’ reasons discontinuance of the 
practice of assisting individual] firms carry- 
ing on business abroad. The joint an- 
nouncement is heralded as ‘‘ an important 
change of policy.”

SPAIN AND INVASION 


OF ANDORRA. 


RUMOURED RESIGNATION 
OF CO-PRINCE. 
From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
MADRID, Friday. 


The political unrest in the tiny moun- 
tain Republic of Andorra appears to be 
coming to a head, with strong rumours in 
the Press that the Spanish Co-Prince, the 
Bishop of Urgel, will resign. 

To-day the French and Spanish Vequers 
(Acting High Commissioners) received a 
delegation from the people and agreed to 
recognise the authority of the six Consuls 
in place of the rebellious Council General. 

The Catalan ecclesiastical authorities, 
meeting under the presidency of Cardinal 
Vidal of Tarragona, discussed the situa- 
tion with regard to alleged French domi- 
nation of the republic, and also considered 
the .reorganisation of the Catalan 
episcopacy. 

Meanwhile, the commander of the 
French police, to which objection is taken 
by the Spanish authorities, has left for 
Perpignan, 

“ H is not the first time that French 
police have occupied Andorra, and it is to 
be hoped that the present instance will 
not only be of short duration, but the last 
of its kind,’”’ said Seftor de Zulueta, the 
Spanish Foreign Minister, referring to the 
| situation to-day. | 
The Foreign Minister expressed astonish- 
‘ment that there was a tendency in the 
foreign Press to suggest that, in the 
Franco-Spanish co-souverainty of the re- 
public, France controlled. the secular 
power and that the Bishop of Urgel was 
nothing but a ‘‘ puppet Prince.” The 
power’ of the co-souverains was exactly 
equal, 

Press opinion here considers it unlikely 
that the French Government will accept a 
co-Prince appointed by the Spanish 
Government. in place of the Bishop of 
Urgel. 


DEATH PENALTY FOR 
KIDNAPPERS.

x ALBANY (N.Y.), Friday. 
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“THE first step in world co-operation for 

trade recovery was achieved last 
night, when an agreement was signed in 
London which should bring order out of 
chaos in the production and marketing of 
wheat. 

A statement was afterwards issued declar- 
ing that the Governments of Germany, 
Austria, Belgium, Bulgaria, France, the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, Greece, Hungary, the 
Irish Free State, Italy, Poland, Rumania, 
Spain, Sweden, Czechoslovakia, Switzer- 
land, the U.S.8.R., and Yugoslavia, having 
accepted the invitation extended to. them 
by the Secretary-General of the Monetary 
and Economic Conference on behalf of the 
Governments of Argentina, Australia, 
Canada and the United States of America 
to take part in a conference to consider the 
measures which might be taken in concert 
to adjust the supply of wheat to effective 
world demand, and eliminate the abnormal! 
surpluses which have been depressing the 
wheat market, and to bring about a rise 
and stabilisation of prices at a level re- 
munerative to the farmers and fair to the 
consumers of breadstuffs, had agreed to the 
following :— 

1—The Governments of Argentina, Aus- 
tralia, Canada, and the United States of 
America agree that the exports of wheat 
from their several countries during the 
crop year August Ist, 19535, to July 3st, 
1934, shall be adjusted, taking into con- 
sideration the exports of other countries, 
by the acceptance of export mazima fixed 
on the assumption that world import 
demand for wheat will amount during this 
period to 560 million bushels. 


U.S..CANADIAN SURPLUS. 


2—They further agree to limit their 
exports of wheat during the crop year 
August 1st, 1934, to July dist, 1935, to 
maximum figures 15 per cent. less in the 
case of each country than the average out- 
turn on the average acreage sown during 
this period 1931-33, inclusive, after 
deducting normal domestic require- 
ments. The difference between the 
effective world demand for wheat in 
the crop year 1934-5, and the quantity 
of new wheat from the 1934 crop 
available for export will be shared between 
Canada and the United States of America 
as a supplementary export allocation with 
u view to the proportionate reduction of 
their respective carry-overs. . 

3—The Governments of Bulgaria, Hun- 
gary, Rumania and Yugoslavia agree that 
their combined exports of wheat during 
the crop year August Ist, 1933, to July 
3ist, 1934, will not exceed 50. million 
bushels. This undertaking is made on the 
understanding that the aggregate may be 
increased to a maximum of 54 million 
bushels if the Danubian countries find that 
such a supplementary quota is required 
for the movement of the exportable surplus 
of the 1933 oie 5 

4-They further agree that their com- 
bined exports of wheat during the crop 
year 1934-35 will not exceed a total ot 50 
million bushels, and recognise that the 
acceptance of this export allocation will 
not allow of any extension of the acreage 
sown to wheat. : 


RUSSIAN EXPORTS. 


5—The Government of the Union of 
Socialist Soviet Republics, while unable 
to give any undertaking in regard to ro: 
duction of wheat, agree to limit their 
exports for the crop year 1933-54 to a 
figure which will be arrived at upon the 
completion of negotiations with the 
Governments of the overseas 
exporting countries. They also agree that 
the question of their export of wheat 
during the crop year 1934-35 shall. be the 
subject of further negotiations with the 
wheat-exporting countries represented upon 
the Advisory Committee. 

6—The Governments of the wheat 
importing countries, in signing this instru 
nient (1) agree henceforth not to encourage 
any extension of the area sown to wheat, 
and not to take any governmental measures 
the effect of which would be to increase the 
domestic production of wheat; (2) agree 
to adopt every possible measure to increase 
the consumption of wheat, and are pre- 
pared to bring about the progressive 
removal of measures which tend to lower 
the quality of bread-stuffs and thereby 
decrease the human consumption of wheat ; 
(3) agree that a substantial improvement 
in the price of wheat should have as its 
consequence a lowering of Customs tariffs, 
and are prepared to begin such adjust- 
ment of Customs tariffs when the inter- 
national price of wheat reaches and main- 
tains for a specified period an average 
price to be fixed. It is understood that 
the rate of duty necessary to assure re- 
munerative prices may vary for different 
countries, but will not be sufficiently high 
to encourage their farmers to extend wheat 
acreage ; (4) agree that, in order fo restore 
more normal! conditions in world trade in 
wheat, the reduction of Customs tariffs 
would have to be accompanied by modifica- 
tion of the general régime of quantitative 
restriction of wheat imports, and accept 
in principle the desirability of such a 
modification. 


TO INCREASE TRADE. 


The exporting countries, for their part, 
agree that it may not be possible to make 
substantial progress in these modifications 
in 1933-34, but the importing countries 
are prepared to make effective alterations 
in 1954-35 if world prices have taken a 
definitely upward turn from the average 


price of the first six months of the calendar 
: 


year 1933. 

The objective of these relaxations of the 
various forms of quantitative restriction 
will be to restore a more normal balance 
between total consumption and imports, 
and thereby te increase the volume of 
international trade in wheat. 

It is understood that this undertaking 
is consistent with maintaining the home 
market for domestic wheat grown on an 
area no greater than at present. It is 
obvious that fluctuations in the quantity 
and quality of the wheat harvest resulting 
from weather conditions may bring about 
wide variations: in the ratio of imports to 
total consumption from season to season.

O-DAY’S black list of thirty-three 


“- traitors ” who have been deprived 
of their German citizenship is the first one 
of several which are to be issued, according 
to the Press. | 

As the Boersen Zeitung puts it, ‘‘ none 
of the traitors and defilers of their own 
country have been forgotten, and their 
names will duly appear in further lists.’’ 

Germany has thus followed the example 
of Soviet Russia, and Europe’ will soon 
have hundreds of Germans’ without 
nationality wandering from land to land. 

Dr. Frick, Minister of the Interior; in 
agreement with Baron von Neurath, the 
Foreign Minister, has annulled the German 
citizenship of the following famous 
Germans, now abroad, who have “ injured 
German interests by behaviour which con- 
flicts with the duty of loyalty to people, 
nation and Reich.”’ 


PROPERTY CONFISCATED. 


The property of these men has, at the 
same time, been confiscated.

APPEAL TO LEAGUE.’ 


After a stormy session, lasting all night, 
the Zionist Congress at Prague adopted a 
resolution calling on the League of Nations 
to help Jewry against the German per- 
secutions, and calling on the mandatory 
Power—Great Britain—to throw Palestine 
open to German Jewish refugees. 

Figures given by Dr. Arthtr J. Ruppin, 
an economic expert, who has been making 
investigations in Germany, show that 
8,000 Jewish doctors, 4,000 lawyers, 2,000 
dentists and thousands of other Jews in 
that country have been left without any 
means whatever of earning their livelli- 
hood, and are living on their small sav- 
ings. When these savings give out, he 
said, the real tragedy of the German Jews 
will begin. 

‘*It is no exaggeration when I state 
that, if the present German régime lasts, 
one half of German Jewry will be left 
without any means of subsistence what- 
ever, and the other half will be earning 
so little that it will be reduced to 
pauperism.”’ 


BOYCOTT FEARED 
SOUTH AFRICA.

HERT70G APPEALS 
RESTRAINT. 


Suggestions of an anti-German economic 
boycott on the part of South Africa, and 
also a possible anti-Nazi outbreak in 
South-West Africa, have prompted Gene- 
ral Hertzog, the Prime Minister, to an 
unusual step. 

The Prime Minister has appealed offi- 
cially to South Africans to realise the 
gravity of the situation in Germany, and 
to abstain in word or action from any- 
thing that may harm the Union. 

He says that the Government has noted 
with concern the reaction in the Union to 
events which have occurred in Germany 
recently. He points out, further, that 
“Germany is actually in the throes of re- 
volution, and history teaches us that in 
times of revolution it happens that the 
innocent suffer with the guilty.”’ 

General Hertzog stresses that each 
country is entitled to treat its own 
nationals as it likes, without outside in- 
terference.

N extraordinary general meeting of 
the Industrial Trust Company 
of Ireland, Limited, was held at 
the company’s offices, 15 St. Andrew 
street, Dublin, yesterday. for the pur- 
post of receivine the director” re- 
port and statement of accounts for the 
fifteen months’ period ended 30th June, 
19353, and of considering a motion that 
the company be wound up voluntarily and 
that a liquidator be appointed. 

When representatives of the Press 
arrived for the meeting they were informed 
by Mr. David Telford, Chairman, that 
the proceedings would be strictly private, 
that the Press would not he admitted, 
and that a statement would afterwards 
be issued. -The proceedings lasted about 
an hour and a half, and later the follow- 
ing statement was issued :— 


CHAIRMAN’S ADDRESS. 
Mr. David Telford (Chairman). said :— 


this is an extraordinary 
general meeting, called for a special pur- 
pose, but for the information of the share- 
holders the directors have issued a report 
and accounts made up to the 30th June 
last, which has been in your hands for 
some days. I cannot add anything very 
useful or informative to what is contained 
in this report, but if you will bear with 
me for a few minutes I would like to put 
a very brief summary of the company’s 


i operations and history since its inception 


before you. 


KRORMATION OF THE 
COMPANY. 


‘‘ It may be remembered that when the 
First Trade Loans Act was passed there 


a suggestion was then made that a Trust 


activities, would finance these 
loans. I and my colleagues were asked 
to become directors. The Government in- 
vested £50,000, the banks put up a sub- 
stantial sum. a further contribution was 
a few American sympa- 
thisers; the directors and some members 
of the public found the remainder of the 
issued capital. and Mr. Smith Gordon 
was appointed managing director. . We 
cashed such Government guaranteed loans 
as were presented to us, and engaged in 
underwriting, investing in approved se- 
curities, and such operations as are usually 
carried out by Trust companies. 


A SUCCESSFUL START. 


‘‘ Vor the first years of the company’s 
existence we made a good deal of money, 
and I am convinced that if the world of 
finance had remained in the same condi- 
tion as it then was, that the company 
would have had a fairly successful career. 
No investinents were made unless on the 
recommendation of the managing director 
during his term of office, after 
consultation with financial houses 
with which he was in close touch. 
These investments were, in the main, 
sound. but were bought at the wrong time. 
If we could have foreseen the future, we 
would have been safer in keepine the 
money unproductive in the bank. Un to 
the end of 1927 we paid dividends and had 
started a reserve fund. During the year 
1928 the fall in securities started, and, 
although the accounts of the company to 
the 31st March, 1929, showed a profit of 
£24.009, sufficient to pav a handsome divi- 
dend, the directors in their discretion did 
not recommend any dividend owing to 
depreciation of the investments, which at 
that time amounted to £50,000. 


THE TURN OF THE TIDE. 


‘For the following year—viz., to the 
31st March, 1930—a handsome profit was 
also earned; but, unfortunately, no im- 
provement had taken place in the value 
of our investments, as was shown by the 
accounts issued for that period. For the 
year to the 3lst March, 1931. there was 
again a surplus income sufficient to pay 
a dividend, but the securities of the © 
company had further depreciated, and 
stood in the books at £96,000, more than 
their market value. You will remember 
that this also was disclosed in the accounts 
to that date, and I should here state that 
during all this period we took the best 
advice obtainable as to what stock should 
be sold and what should be retained until 
normal] conditions prevailed. We still had 
a good surplus income for the vear to ólst 
March, 1932, but there was still no further 
improvement in the market value of our 
investments. 


BANK OVERDRAFT 
CALLED IN. 


Now, gentlemen, that brings us up to 
the accounts in your hands. As stated in 
the directors’ report, our bankers formed 
the opinion that the account carried some 
risk, and requested us to pay off the over- 
draft. We have no grievance against the’ 
bank, because they must protect their 
shareholders; but, as it has turned out, 
their action was most unfortunate for us. 
If the tide had turned some months earlier 
we would nof be in the position we are in 
to-day ; the bank in that case would have 
had plenty of cover, and we would have 
carried on until such times as existed 
three or four years ago returned. 


“WORLD DEPRESSION.” 


““If you ask me why our investments 
depreciated to such an extent, I can only 
answer in two words, ‘ World depression,’ 
and, incidentally, one of the minor results. 
arising from this was moratoriums de- 
clared by certain foreign countries in whose 
bonds we were interested, and which were 
bought under the best advice. It is not 
much consolation to us, but I do not think 
there is a trust company in Great Britain 
who has not had the same experience we 
have had. I was reading a report the 
other day of a trust company whose invest- 
ments had depreciated to the enormous 
extent of nearly £400,000, but these old- 
established companies had large reserves 
to fall back on, and we had none, 


LOSS ON GREAT SOUTHERN 
PREFERENCE, 


“In addition to cashing the Govern- 
ment Guaranteed Loans, we tried to assist 
Irish industries where there was a reason- 
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able prospect of success, and no applica- 
tion was turned down without the most 
careful and sympathetic examination. The 
results were anything but satisfactory. As 
a matter of fact, Amú the greatest 
loss sustained in Irish securities was in the 
Preference Stock of the Great Southern 
Railways, an  old-established under- 
taking. This investment produced a good 
return at the price we paid for the stock, 
and no one could have ever thought that 
the greatest trunk line of rai]ways.in Ire- 
land would have defaulted on their 
Preference. dividend. 

“ I think you will agree with me that we 
are very largely the victims of circum- 
stances. I do not say that all the invest- 
ments we made were wise, because a limited 
number of them were not, as events have 
turned out; but I can truthfully say that 
practically every investment was carefully 
examined, and advice taken from those 
whose business it is to watch the markets. 


FINANCE MINISTER'S 
DIRECTION, 


“ The Minister for Finance knows the 
position of the company and the circum- 
stances which led up to it. He -has 
informed us that we should wind-up, and, 
much as I regret it, I have to agree with 
him. Since the date of the accounts in 
your hands we have cisposed of the 
Kilteragh mortgage, and realised the major 
portion of the investments. The Liquidator 
will realise the balance, pay off the deben- 
tures, arrange with a bank to take over 
the guaranteed loans (no difficulty is anti- 
cipated in doing this), and distribute the 
balance amongst the shareholders.”’ 


RESOLUTIONS PASSED. 


A number of shareholders present asked 
questions as to the investments of the com- 
pany and who was responsible, and certain 
criticism of the directors took place.

Our. representative learned afterwards | 
that the directors’ report and | 
of accounts had come in for sharp criticism 
from the shareholders present. 

Senator Mrs. Wyse Power wanted to | 
know who was responsible for the genera! 
management of the company up to 1929 
and then in the years 1930, 1931 and 1932, 
and who were the directors in these years. 
She asked what share, if any, in the 
management had been taken by the 
directors, and wanted to know whether 
the shareholders had any redress for the 
loss they had sustained. The balance 
sheet submitted showed that for the fifteen 
months period ended 30th June, 1933, 
there had been a loss on realisation of in- 
vestments of the sum of £146,536 Os. 1d. 
The Senator inquired how the finances of 
the company were invested, and asked for 
the particulars of every investment, with 
the names of the stockholders. 


A CALAMITOUS POSITION, 


Mr. R. N. Tweedy pointed out that the

TXPLANATION. 

Mr. McElligott, of the Ministry for 
Finance, who was also present, said it was 
desirable in the interests of the State and 
industrial credit, to make it clear that the 
difficulties which had led to the proposal 
to wind up the company were in no way 
connected with any losses sustained in 
these investments, they would have to sit 
Irish industry. So far as such investments 
in Lrish industry were concerned, they were 
in virtually all cases covered by Govern- 
ment guarantee, and, where the original 
borrower had defaulted, the Government 
guarantee had been fully honoured.

INVESTIGATION ORDERED. 

Mr. M. J. O'Reilly, manager of the 
New Ireland Assurance Company, Ltd., a 
shareholder, urged that there should be an 
investigation inte the affairs of the com- 
pany since its inception. This should be 
done in the interests of the State’s credit 
and the industrial credit of the country, 


‘and also to make it perfectly clear that

MOUNTAIN DRAMA OF 
SELF-SACRIFICE. .

CHAMONIX, Friday. 

A drama of self-sacrifice is revealed in 
the news which has just reached here of 
the death of seven Italian tourists, who 
had been climbing the Italian peak of 
Mont’ Blanc, known as Monte Benito 
Mussolini. 

The seven tourists, after climbing this 
mountain, went on to the still higher 
French peak, but lost their way and 
wandered about for three days until they 
were completely exhausted, and five of 
them could not proceed any farther. 

The two other members of the party 
then volunteered to. seek assistance, and 
descended “to the Vallot Hut, some 
thousand feet below the summit. There 
they made known the plight of their com- 
panions, and secyred the help of a rescue 
party of twenty-one Italian guides. 

They insisted in trying to lead the party 
back to the spot where they had left their 
comrades, but the effort was too great for 
them in their exhausted condition, and 
they both succumbed on the way. 

Meantime the five others had perished 
of cold and exposure, and the heroic 
gesture of their brave companions had 
been in vain.

INTERNATIONAL

In an appendix it was explained that 
the ‘‘ international price of wheat ’’ men- 
tioned in the draft agreement shall mean

The minimum average gold price, cal- 
culated as indicated above, to be main- 
tained for a period of sixteen weeks before 
it. will be necessary tor importing coun- 
tries to adjust their tariffs shall. be twelve 
gold francs per quintal (63.02 gold cents 
pér bushel). 

The period during which the average 
quotation for wheat is to be maintained 
before it will be necessary for importing 
countries to adjust their tariffs shall be 
sixteen weeks. ' 

. Each country will decide upon its tariff 
adjustment in accordance with the prin- 
ciples enunciated in the draft agreement, 
and every considerable and lasting change 
in wheat prices shall be followed by an 
adjustment of tariffs proportionate to such 
change. 


SOME DID NOT SIGN. 


The Press Association was informed that 
those countries whose delegates have not 
signed the agreement may do so at any 
time. The fact that they have not signed 
it does not mean that they have refused 
to sign it. Certain States have signed a 
referendum and may withdraw their signa- 
tures within a period of fifteen days. 
The States which did not sign were 
Latvia, Finland, the Netherlands, Lithn- 
ania, Denmark, Estonia, Portugal and 
Turkey, The last two had already indi- 
gated their probable inability to sign. 
Twenty-one nations signed, and Argentina 
will sign. 

India and Iraq were on the list of dele- 
gates, but did not take part in the discus- 
sions and did not sign. 

The Russian representative stated that 
his Government was considering the ques- 
tion of ratifying the agreement if due 
allowance was made for Russia’s essential 
requirements. 


WHEAT FUTURES RISE. 


The decision had an immediate effect on 
the Liverpool Corn Exchange, where 
futures were sent up by ninepence per 
quarter, operators caught short being in 
haste to cover. 

“ We do not know what to make of the 
position,” said a prominent Liverpool 
operator. ‘‘ Unless each Government 
ratifies the conference decision, any 
country will be able to break away at short 
notice, rendering the scheme useless.”’ 

In authoritative circles in Washington 
last night the reaction expressed to: the 
wheat agreement was that it was “ both 
satisfactory and highly significant.” 

The Chicago grainbrokers, however, paid 
little attention to the agreement. While 
buying at advanced prices was ascribed by

HINTS.

DANGERS TO GUARD 


AGAINST.

St. Benedict, Gorey, gives the follow- 
ing hints in regard to air-cured 
tobacco—tobacco cured in an ordinary farm- 
ing building :— 

1—The principal leaves of all tobacco 
planted in May or the first half of June 
should be in the curing shed before the end of 
this month—most of it should have been 
harvested early thts month. 
2—It is better to harvest leaves than the 
whole plant, as, among other reasons, the 
lant draws from the weight of the leaves 
efore it dies, and lessens the weight and 
value of the crop considerably. 
5—The leaf can be hung in any one of the 


experts, either on thin wire or canes passed 


through the leaf, on twine, on sticks (3ft. to 
4ft. long by }in., square sawn), on either side 
of which the leaves are alternately suspended 
with hemp, or any strong thread, passed once 


| added, either 


round the top of each leaf. 

4—The sticks should be placed on beams. 
or strong wire, passed from wall to wall of 
the building, supported, where necessary, 
from the roof. - The distance between the 
wires should be two inches less than the 
length of the sticks. 

5—The leaves should be spaced about one 
inch apart, smaller leaves can be hung in 
airs. The distance between the sticks should 
ve about six inches, but it varies according 
to the size of the leaves. 


IN DRY WEATHER. 


6—If the dry weather continues the sticks 
should be placed closer. In the case of 
tobacco that has been already harvested, if 
it is showing signs of drying green—i.c., if 
the leaves, or the ends of them, are becom- 
ing crisp without Mr, turned yellow or 
brown—moisture must be conserved and 
by bringing in other green 
tobacco, by sheen the floor of the build. 
ing, by closing ventilation, or by putting the 
sticks closer together, i 

7—If, on the other hand, we are in for 
a spell of edamp weather, the treatmént 
should be the reverse of this—i.e., more 
space should be given in every direction, and 
when the sun is shining and the air dry 
free passage of air should be allowed through 
the tobacco. During damp périods the dam» 
air should be shut out as much as possible.

PAYMENTS TO 
“GROWERS. 

STANDARD AND 
AVERAGE PRICES. 


is HE British Wheat Commission are now 


preparing the final payments due to 

wheat growers under the Wheat Act for 
the first cereal year, which ended on July 31. 
The fall amount for the year will be paid in 
the case of those growers who have not been 
paid an advance on account. 
' As a preliminary step, the Minister, under 
the Wheat Act, has made an order, on the 
advice of the Wheat Commission, prescrib- 
ing two figures on which the calculation of 
the payment to growers has to be based. By 
this order the Minister has prescribed 5s. 
4.46d. per cwt.—equal to 24s. 2d. per quarter 
of 43 cwts.—as the ‘ascertained average 
price,” of home-grown wheat at farm 
obtained by registered growers in 1952-35. 

The order also certifies that the quantity 
of home-grown millable wheat sold by regis- 
tered growers in 1952-33 was 20,400,000 cwt.— 
4,533,000 quarters. 

The Wheat Act specifies 10s. per cwt.— 
45s. per quarter—as the standard price. 

The total sum that will actually be paid 
to each registered grower as deficiency pay- 
ments, representing the difference between 
the ‘‘ascertained average price” and the 
**standard price’’ will be equivalent ta pay- 
ing him 4s. 54d. per cwt.—19s. 11d. er 
quarter—in respect oí all the wheat recorded 
to his credit from wheat certificates 

The deduction for costs of administration is 
equivalent to just under ód. per quarter, 
reckoned on the total quantity certified as 
sold. | 
This states the Wheat Commission, finally 
disposes of the fear that the cost of adminis- 
tration might seriously eat into the deficiency 
payments. 

The Wheat Commission expect to be able 
to send out the cheques for final ise a 
few days after September 21st. ose regis- 
tered growers who have already received ap 
advance on account for any wheat at the rate 
of 3s. per cwt. will be paid only the balance 
of 1s. 54d. per cwt. in respect of that wheat. 


THE FUND. 


The first, accountng riod under the Wheat 
Act began in June, ás2, and ended on July 
31st, 1935. The Wheat Commission are now 
in a position to give approximate figures for 
the income and expenditure of the wheat 
fund, attributable to the first period. These 
figures are, however, subject to slight revision 
when the final returns are made up, and are 
also subject to audit. 

The actual deliveries of flour for 58 weeks 
have been approximately 92,100,000 cwt.; for 
which the quota payments have been 
£4,778,000,. averaging 2s. 74d. per sack. 

There also has been a smal] amount of 
income from investments of the fund, which 
brings the total income of the Wheat Fund 
attributable to 1932-53 up to £4,784,000, 


liabilities to be met the Commission assumed 
that the average price of home-grown wheat 
for the whole season would work out at 
5s. 34d. per cwt. It has actually worked out 
at 5s. 4.46d. The fund has, therefore, to 
provide for deficiency payments, adminis 
trative expenses, and certain other small 
liabilities, the total of which is expected not 
to exceed £4,586,000.

AIR CORPS’ PART. 


_ Every branch of the Army, except the Tank 
Corps, will take part in the “battle.” As 
well as infantry, artillery and cavalry, there 
will be armoured cars, ambulance detach- 
ments and supply services. The Air Corps 
will take a very prominent part; armed 
with dummy bombs, the aeroplanes will 
endeavour to wipe out their opponents’ posi- 
tions, while anti-aircraft guns and search- 
lights will oppose them. Even gas attacks 
have not baen forgotten, though, for fear of 
inconveniencing civilians, the harmless 
“ training gas’’ usually employed will not 
be used. Operations will be controlled from 
a central camp near Brittas, which will kee 
in touch, by wireless and other means, with 

the various units and with the umpires. 


REGULAR TROOPS. 


The troops engaged this year are drawn 
almost entirely from the Regular Army, and, 
as a result, the numbers are comparatively 
small. ‘The manceuvres, however, are con- 
sidered to be of the highest importance for 
training purposes, for _ the officers 
will be’ given an. opportunity’ of 
handling units organised and eguipped 
as they would be in war, while the 
Staff will gain valuable experience in com- 
mand and administration. Hitherto such 
instruction has of necessity been confined to 
theoretical training at the military colleges 
and service schools of the separate arms. 

The “ Blue ” force is a normal reinforced 
Brigade. It consists of the Ist Infantry 
Brigade (2nd, órd, 4th and 5th Infantry 
Battalions), Ist Field Artillerv Brigade, Ist 
Tight Battery, Ist Anti-Aircraft Battery, 1st 
Cyclist Squadron, 1st Engineer Field Com- 
pany, Ist Field Signal Company, Ist Field 
Ambulance, 1st (Provisional) Field Company, 
Supply and Transport Services, detachments 
of the Air Corps, Armoured Car Corps, 
Ordnance Service and Military Police. 

The “ Yellow ” force is much weaker in 
strength, but an attempt is made to counter- 
balance this by the allotment of a greater 
proportion of mechanised units. 

It comprises—ird (Provisional) Infantry 
Brigade (9th, 10th and 11th Provisional 
Battalions), 1st Co-Operation Squadron Army 
Air Corps, 1st Armoured Car Squadron, and 
lst Horse Squadron, with detachments of 
artillery, engineers, signals, supply and 
transport services, medical services, and 
ordnance services Deficiencies in horses for 
artillery and transport in both forces will be 
made good by hiring several hundred animals 
from farmers in the eastern and midland 
counties. 

At the close of the manceuvres a great 
review of the two forces will be held at the 
Fifteen Acres, Phenix Park on Sunday, 
September 24th. The combined “ blue ” and 
“yellow” forces will concentrate at the 
Rest Camp in the Park, and will, be reviewed 
with full war equipment.

SIR FRANCIS DRAKE 
AND CORK. 
TRADITION REFUTED. 


The Journal of the Cork Historical and 
Archeological Society, in its current issue, 
contains a very interesting article on Sir 
Francis Drake by Mr. Frederick W. Knight, 
ia the course of which he refers to “ Drake’s 
Pool’ at Crosshaven. The place, which was 
formerly called Coolmore, got its present 
rame from the tradition that Drake took 
refuge there from the Armada, and some 
years ago a sixteenth-century anchor was 
diedged up from the pool. { 

The tradition has now existed for two 
hundred years, and is mentioned in. several 
topographical works. Mr. Knight quotes 
Lewis’s= Topographical Dictionary (1837) as 
saying that; in 1589 Sir Francis Drake's 
squadron; ‘* being chased by a Spanish fleet 
of greater force, ran into Cork Harbour, and 
sauing ; up Crosshaven River movred in a 
safe ;basin,,; sheltered by Currabinny Hill, 
close ,under,.Coolmore. The Spaniards pur- 
sued, but, being unacquainted with the 
harbour, Sailed round the shore without dis- 
covering the English fleet, and, giving up the 
searchy left, it here .in perfect security.” 

Mr. Knight, however, thinks that there is 
no evidence for this story, though he agrees 
that there is po. inhérent difficulty in sup- 
posing it to,.be. founded on fact; as Drake 
probably knew the Cork coast well, and the 
harbour was constantly visited by adventiirers 
of many, ,nations,, As regards the anchor, 
which was: brought to the: nétice of. the 
Society. in) 1931 through the instrumentality 
of Mr... Alexafitler, -HPaly, it seems to von-
